Big Bombers 
Again Hit 
the Enemy

SAIOON (AP) - For the fifth 


day the tJ.S. Air Force today 
flew heavy raids against North 
Vietnamese forces intensifying 
their attacks on a South Viet- 
namese base near the Laotian 
Border. 


Three waves of big B52 bomb- 


ers dropped nearly 300 tons of 
bombs on bunkers, base camps 
and storage and staging areas 
within seven miles of Fire Base 
O'Reilly. 


Other B52s hammered North 


Vietnamese supply depots and 
transshipment points on the 
Laotian side of the border. 


Smaller U.S. fighter-bombers 


also kept up attacks closer to 
O'Reilly, trying to hit mortars, 
rockets and recoilless cannon 
that this week have pumped 
about 500 rounds of shells into 
the base and South Vietnamese 
patrols operating around it. 


Military spokesmen said the 


fighter-bombers had flown more 
than 100 missions since Monday 
around the base, and that this 
was about 20 per cent of the Air 
Force's entire operation in Viet- 
nam during that period. 


South Vietnamese military 


headquarters said its forces 
with the help of American 
bombers had killed 530 North 
Vietnamese 
in 
operations 


around O'Reilly since July 1. 


A spokesman said the South 


Vietnamese forces also had cap- 
tured 157 enemy rifles, 33 heavy 
weapons such as mortars, and 
300 mortar rounds and rocket 
grenades. 


The spokesman said 57 South 


Vietnamese had been killed and 
92 wounded in the operations. 


O'Reilly is one of a cluster of 


firebases in the northwestern 
part of the country blocking an 
enemy advance from the jun- 
gled mountains near the Laotian 
border into the populous coastal 
lowlands around Hue and Quang 
Tri City, about 25 miles to the 
east.

NORTH LITTLE ROCK (AP) 


—The remaining deadlines for 
filing—or refiling—for munici- 
pal offices are approaching. 


Because of confusion over fil- 


ing procedures this year, the 
Arkansas Municipal League has 
sent a reminder to cities and 
towns, but league officials say 
many people still are perplexed. 


It already is too late to file 


for some municipal offices in 
some cities. In others, the dead- 
line is midnight Sept. 19. In 
still others, the deadline is Sept. 
24. 


William G. Fleming, assistant 


director of the league, said the 
league had received a number 
of telephone inquiries because of 
misunderstandings over filing 
procedures, despite earlier at- 
tempts to clarify the situation. 


Fleming said the deadline for 


filing was June 16 for those of- 
fices which were contested in 
party primary elections Aug. 
25. 


He estimated that 25 to 50 


cities and towns held primaries, 
including 
North Little 
Rock, 


Pine Bluff, Van Buren, For- 
dyce, Forrest City, El Dorado 
and Prescott. 


There has been no court de- 


cision to establish clearly what 
application to give to certain 
filing statutes, Fleming said. 


But the league believes that 


persons could file for offices in 
cities where primaries were 
held, provided there was no 
candidate for the office when 
the primary was held, he said. 


Most cities and towns had no 


local primaries. Among them 
were Hot Springs, Jonesboro, 
Springdale, Rogers and many 
more. Fleming said the deadline 
for filing in those cities is Sept. 
19. 


Since, however, that date is 


on a Saturday, he recommended 
that candidates file by the close 
of business on Friday, Sept. 18. 


In 10 Arkansas cities, the 


deadline, however, is Sept. 24, 
Fleming said. These are the 
cities which have the city man- 
ager form of government. They 
are 
Arkadelphia, 
Brinkley, 


Camden, De Queen, Fayette- 
ville, Hope, Little Rock, New- 
port, and Texarkana, plus Fort 
Smith which has a city admin- 
istrator type of government. 


A 1969 law, now part of the 


Arkansas Election Code, set 
June 16 as the filing deadline 
for municipal offices that were 
contested in a party primary, 
although historically few cities 
and towns have had local pri- 
maries. 


Traditionally, municipal of- 


fices are sought by individuals 
who run on a nonpartisan basis. 
This year, Fleming estimated, 
about 4,000 city and town posts 
are involved. 


Cities without primaries had 


filing deadlines in September, 
but it was discovered early this 
year that the law left open the 
possibility of a massive take- 
over of municipal positions by 
a political party. 


Neither the Democrats, Re- 


publicans nor American party 
organizations attempted 
any 
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political "high road." 


Nixon sought to place respon- 


sibility for present national ills 
on the Democrats who inhabited 
the White House from 1961 until 
he took office on January 20, 
1969.

"Too 
many promises of the 


1960s have not been kept. The 
nation is now paying the price 
for this. 


"In the name of the 'urban 


crisis' for example, the 1960s 
saw the federal government in- 
creasingly caught in issues of 
municipal housekeeping that 
are most appropriately the busi- 
ness of a city council. But si- 
multaneously, the great fiscal 
power of the federal govern- 
ment was never brought to play 
through revenue sharing—to 
provide local governments with 
sufficient resources to enable 
them to solve their own prob- 
lems in their own way." 


Harkening back to his own 


statements that the nation faces 
reform or revolution, Nixon 
complained Congress not only 
has failed to act on sharing fed- 
eral revenues with state and lo- 
cal governments but is dragging 
its feet on other vital legislation. 


He mentioned family assist- 


ance, manpower training, Social 
Security changes, consolidation 
of federal grants, electoral re- 
form, new provisions for gov- 
erning the nation's capital, a 
series of anticrime proposals, 
the administration's education 
proposals, assistance for urban 
transportation, consumer pro- 
tection and environmental pro- 
tection measures. 


One of Nixon's key domestic 


policy aides, briefing reporters 
on the message but refusing to 
be quoted by name, was asked 
if the administration will try to 
make an election issue of the 
congressional record on Nixon's 
59 proposals—most of which 
probably cannot be acted upon 
before the legislators shut up 
shop for the autumn campaign. 


He replied it would be only 


proper to hold the Democratic- 
controlled Congress to account 
"if there's a conscious decision 
of the management not to bring 
these matters to a vote." 


This presidential assistant, 


and another nationally known 
aide who insisted on equal anon- 
ymity, agreed Congress should 
pass all 59 administration bills 
in the weeks remaining before 
the balloting. 


The chief executive suggested 


that, while he thinks the execu- 
tive branch needs reform and 
efficiency-oriented 
reorganiza- 


tion, the same is true of the 
Congress. 


The President asserted the ex- 


ecutive branch has met a chal- 
lenge to rescue a society that, 
he said, 
might have 
been 


viewed as faltering in the not- 
distant past. He went on: 


"This challenge is now before 


the Congress. It Js a challenge 
not merely to the men who now 
hold office there but to the insti- 
tution itself. Congress has not 
been spared the attacks on the 
institutions of American democ- 
racy which have increasingly 
characterized this period of our 
history. 


"There is but one answer to 


such charges, and that is to re- 
spond with energy and good 
faith to the legislative issues be- 
fore it."

DETROIT (AP) - The threat 


of a strike at General Motors 
loomed today as the 1970 auto 
•labor negotiations moved into 
the crucial final hours before 
contract expiration at midnight 
Monday. 


United Auto Workers Presi* 


dent Leonard Woodcock said 
Thursday it appeared GM had 
decided to "take a strike for 
both of the target companies" 
rather than capitulate to the un- 
ion's major demands. 


The other announced target, 


Chrysler, made an improved 
contract offer Thursday. Al- 
though the union rejected it, 
Woodcock said he did not be- 
lieve Chrysler was thinking in 
terms of carrying matters to the 
point of a strike. 


The union made preparations 


for a walkout at GM or Chrysler 
or both but plans appeared 
firmer among the 416,000 UAW 
members employed at GM. 


A spot check of GM locals in 


the Detroit area showed thou- 
sands of signs had been printed 
saying, "UAW on Strike Against 
General Motors." 


The resources of the 1.6-mil- 


lion member union would be 
sorely tested in a battle against 
the world's largest manufactur- 
ing firm. 


The $120 million union strike 


fund would be depleted in about 
seven weeks, but representa- 
tives of the union's ranc and file 
have promised to engage in "an 
old fashioned strike if neces- 
sary," meaning the participants 
would get along without union 
benefits after the money runs 
out. 


Details of the rejected new 


Chrysler proposal 
were not 


made public although Woodcock 
said negotiations would resume 
today in hope of drawing up an 
acceptable alternative to the un- 
ion's proposal on early retire- 
ment. 


At General Motors, union ne- 


gotiators worked on nonwage is- 
sues while waiting for an ex- 
pected second offer. 


The UAW has stated that if 


GM is struck, those plants 
which supply vital parts to 
Ford, Chrysler and other auto- 
makers would be allowed to go 
on working.

"Hollywood is dying as a film 


capital and a system," he says. 
"That's all to the good because 
it's been corrosive and destruc- 
tive."

All Barbiturates 
Are Habit Forming 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Q—What are the harmfu 


effects of using phenobarbi- 
tal? 


A—AH barbiturates a r e 


habit-forming. They depress 
the nervous syste'm, so a 
very large dose may cause 
unconsciousness. This effect 
is heightened when alcohol, 
also a nervous system de- 
present, is present in the 
body. Barbiturates also in- 
terfere with the normal per- 
iods 
of dreaming 
during 


sleep so that, although your 
muscles are fully relaxed, 
your nervous system is not. 


Q—Is it harmful to drink 


coffee and take phenobarbi- 
tal on the same day? 


A—No. But the effects of 


caffeine, a stimulant, and 
phenobarbital, a 
sedative, 


are antagonistic and to a de- 
gree cancel each other out. 


Q—My husband's 
hands 


and elbows are chapped and 
the skin is very rough. He 
has tried all kinds of creams 
and lotions without success. 
What is the cause and is 
there any remedy? 


A—The cause may be a de- 


ficiency of oil in the skin, ex- 
posure of the damp skin to 
cold, excessive dryness of 
the air in which your hus- 
band works or something he 
comes in contact with at his 
work. Before prescribing any 
treatment, 
e v e r y 
effort 


should be made to pinpoint 
the cause and eliminate it. 


Q—What can be done for a 


calcified aneurysm of the 
aorta? 


A—An aneurysm is a bulg- 


ing out of the wall of an 
artery. When the artery in- 
volved is the aorta, surgical

action here and there across the 
land. That's the new name for 
litter - trash tossed 
onto 


pavements, roadsides, public 
and private property. 
Such 


uglification is widespread in 
South Florida, as elsewhere. We 
are inclined to fear it will get 
worse until ways are found of 
removing 
the 
present 
ac- 


cumulation of litter. 
There 


seems to be a subconscious 
reluctance in people to mar a 
clean place with the first piece of 
trash. Conversely, dirty gutters, 
for example, seem to invite more 
of the same. 


If existing shreds of paper, 


flattened cans and the like could 
be hauled away, the cleaned-up 
scene might stay that way for a 
while, at least. In communities 
all over the country, cleanup 
drives are being launched - 
Philadelphia, Seattle, Pittsfield, 
Mass., to mention just a few. 
The need is obvious. 
The 


National Academy of Sciences 
reported last year that in one 
month a typical mile of highway 
was cluttered with 1,304 pieces of 
litter - paper, cans, bottles and 
jars, plastic and miscellaneous 
junk. The cost to taxpayers is 
enormous, perhaps some $500 
million a year nationwide. 


This "hidden tax" isn't likely 


to spark 
countenneasures as 


much as the affront to the eyes 
from the slovenliness. "Visual 
pollution" would cease over- 
night, of course, if each man, 
woman and child decided to stop 
it. Utter would vanish if each 
passerby picked up a single bit 
and put it in a container or his 
own garbage can. None would be 
added if everyone resolved 
firmly to litter no more. - Miami

Judge Decides 
fo Rule on 
War Legality 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — A 


federal judge says he has decid- 
ed to rule on the constitutional- 
ity of the Vietnam war because 
he believes it is time the courts 
stopped avoiding the issue. 


Judge William Sweigert made 


the statement in U.S. District 
Court Thursday in refusing to 
dismiss a lawsuit filed by four 
University of California stu- 
dents seeking to have the war 
declared illegal and unconstitu- 
tional. 


Sweigert said the U.S. Su- 


preme Court has been "re- 
sourcefully ducking" the issue 
on the grounds it is "political" 
and a question of "sovereign 
immunity." 


He .said that although the war 


was never declared by Con- 
gress, President Nixon and for- 
mer presidents "continued, nev- 
ertheless, to conduct the war 
without receiving or even re- 
questing a congressional decla- 
ration." 


The question of whether the 


Constitution says the power to 
declare war lies with Congress 
and not the president "should 
rest upon something better than 
the ambivalences of congres- 
sional inaction," Sweigert said. 


1 The Supreme Court has dem- 


onstrated its resourcefulness in 
finding ways and means of elim- 
inating or minimizing undesira- 
ble, practical consequences that 
might otherwise follow major 
decisions charting new require- 
ments in the field of constitu- 
tional law" in connection with 
the Vietnam war, he declared.

marched on City Hall. 


Mayor James H. King said at 


least 100 shots were fired, but 
that nobody was shot. He said 
he had been inside City Hall 
and had no idea who was doing 
the shooting. 


State Police said all highways 


into the East Arkansas city of 
3,500 were blocked. 


King said "four or five" per- 


sons had been arrested, includ- 
ing the Rev. Ezra Greer, 
director of the Crittenden Coun- 
ty Improvement Association. 
King said Greer 
had 
been 


charged with inciting a riot, 
parading without a permit and 
disturbing the peace. He said 
Greer was one of the leaders of 
the march. 


Greer's wife, Jackie, report- 


edly suffered a head injury and 
was hospitalized at Memphis. 


Two youngsters were hos- 


pitalized at West Memphis. Of- 
ficials said Lettie Mitchell, 14, 
received 10 stiches in her head. 
The other girl was identified as 
Ethel Jean Johnson, 16. The ex- 
tent of her injuries were not 
known. 


Mrs. Clay Maple of Earle 


was hospitalized at West Mem- 
phis with a gunshot wound. Of- 
ficials said Mrs. Maple, a Ne- 
gro, was shot in an area of the 
city several blocks away from 
City Hall. 


Authorities said Greer ac- 


companied Mrs. Maple to the 
West Memphis hospital and was 
retained for examination. 


There has been racial tension

planes to the hotel. 


But hijackers holding the pas- 


sengers, crewmen and three air- 
liners balked. Told of the efforts 
to move the passengers, one 
guerrilla said: "Then why the 
hell have we been waiting here 
all these days. I tell you nobody 
is going to move from here until 
our demands are met." 


The development came after 


four Western governments and 
Israel rejected a guerrilla at- 
tempt to trade Israeli passen- 
gers for Arabs held by Israel. 
They demanded that all host- 
ages be freed. 


The leftist Arab government 


of Iraq and Syria further isolat- 
ed the Peking-oriented guerril- 
las by coining out in favor of the 
release of all planes and passen- 
gers.
